"The senato r cam e o ut and to o k mo 
to his ro o m and gave me a co m plete 
statem ent o f w hat to o k place in the 
judiciary co m m ittee befo re they mado 
their adv erse repo rt. 
“Senato r Nelso n say s this co m plete­ 
ly kills the am endm ent to the Sherm an 
act bro ught here by fo rm er May o r 
Seth Lo w and o thers, and he also 
stated th at there was a stro ng effo rt 
made in the Judiciary co m m ittee, after 
killing the Lo w bill, to put in the 
wo rd 'reaso n,' which wo uld be alm o st 
as vicio us In his estim atio n as the 
Lo w bill, fo r It wo uld give great sco pe 
to the trusts. 
“He said th at wo rd was vo ted do wn 
by a m ajo rity o f the co m m ittee and he 
was po sitive there wo uld be no m o re 
am endm ents o f the Sherm an act at 
this co ngress o r at the next sessio n o f 
co ngress. 
“The senato r gave me half a do zen 
co pies o f his repo rts, three o f which 
y o u will find with this letter."

Senato r Nelso n said he had no reco l­ 
lectio n o f ever having m et Co lo nel 
, Mulhall.

all th a t has transpired since the Sixty - 
third co ngress assem bled in special 
Bessio n. 
The D em o crats In this co n­ 
gress have been fo llo wing tho sam e 
co urse pursued by all parties. 
They 
have held secret party co nferences. 
They have co nsidered the tariff and 
tho currency behind* clo sed do o rs and 
by so do ing hav e been deprived o f the 
adv antage 
which 
public 
discussio n 
gives to such questio ns. 
In adjustm ent o f tariff rates and 
currency 
pro blem s 
the 
reaso ns 
fo r 
changes o f rates and adjustm ent o f 
financial questio ns wo uld be better 
understo o d if m ade public a t the time. 
Senato r Ro o t w hen secretary o f war 
o nce said th a t public discussio n o f all 
questio ns in the new spapers was o f 
great adv antage to o fficials, fo r it o f­ 
ten sho wed them the way they sho uld 
no t go . The sam e wo uld pro ve true in 
legislatio n. 
The Rule o f Party . 
The rule o f party m akes secret co n­ 
ferences necessary . 
It was claimed 
many tim es th a t the Republicans made 
their tariffs in secret so th a t it co uld 
be explained to the men who made 
the rates ju st who m it w as necessary 
to rew ard fo r cam paign co ntributio ns. 
It has been claim ed that the Demo ­ 
crats have to wo rk in secret In o rder 
to adjust schedules so as to get vo tes 
eno ugh to pass their tariff bill. 
But neither o f these excuses apply to 
the currency . 
The fuct is that men 
m ake these bills in secret because 
they w ant party credit fo r the legisla­ 
tio n they enact. 


No Clo turo In the Senate. 
Like all o thers who havo attem pted 
to secure clo turo In the senate Senato r 
Owen o f Oklaho m a can make no head­ 
way . 
He finds him self almo st alo no in 
suppo rt o f his o wn pro po sitio n. 
The 
fuct has so o ften been dem o nstrated 
thut a determ ined m ajo rity in the sen­ 
ate can pass any m easure it w ants to 
puss th at there Is no real necessity o f 
clo sing debate. 
Bills which are filibuster« ! to denth 
and bills which y eed clo ture are tho se 
fo r which a m ajo rity wo uld vo te re­ 
luctantly if they ever came to a vo te. 
There are m any m easures fo r which 
there is a po pular clam o r und which 
hav e little suppo rt o utside o f a few 
men. but which wo uld pass if they 
cam e to a vo te because vo ting against 
them wo uld m ean lo ss o f po litical po p­ 
ularity . 
Wilso n Was Willing. 
Tho 
po litical 
theo rists 
av er 
that 
P resident W ilso n was perfectly willing 
th a t Secretary Bry an sho uld go a-lee- 
turlng abo ut the co untry . These theo ­ 
rists suspected th at tho president can 
get alo ng very well with Ids adm inis­ 
tratio n w itho ut having Mr. B ry an ut 
his elbo w. 
Then again it is intim ated 
thut if the peo ple do no t like the idea 
o f tho secretary lecturing they will no t 
blam e the president. 
Jaco b Co natantine Erdman. 
Jaco b C o nstantino Erdm an served 
tw o term s In the ho use o f representa­ 
tive« . the Fifty -third and Fifty -fo urth 
co ngresses. 
Ho was an o bscure mem­ 
ber. but ho left an im po rtant act upo n 
the statute bo o ks. 
Tho E rdinan act, 
under which many labo r disputes have 
beeu settled, seem s destined to be o ne 
o f the best pieces o f legislatio n thut 
hus beeu enacted in many decade« . 
W here be the tariff o r currency bills, 
the Sherm an acts, either fo r sliver o r 
trusts, th at hav e acco m plished so much 
real go o d? 
There Is very little kno wn abo ut the 
man. 
He was bo rn In Peuusy lv auls 
in 1846 and died in B ill. 
He w as a 
luwy er, a D em o crat In po litics, a ua 
Jv e o f Center Valley and later a res! 
dent o f Allento wn. 
He may no t have 
do ne any thing else, but be certainly 
erected a m o num ent to blm self In the 
Lrdm au a c t 
Curio us Cro wds. 
Day after day curio us cro wds g o to 
the 
lo bby 
hearing. 
Altho ugh 
new 
fuces are o ccasio nally seen, fo r the 
mo st part the sam e men and wo men 
attend every sessio n und seem to be 
vitally Interested In the pro ceedings. 
There are u lo t o f queer peo ple in the 
wo rld, and W ashingto n alw ay s has a 
full share o f them,
